And yet that is what the radio has done! 
In the state of Ohio they 
have a "School of the Air." In Austria they have a nail that Is m ain­ 
tained by the public authorities—free to all who may enter—where edu­ 
cational programs are given regularly. 
We are now able to share in all the great events of our time. We 
m ay even listen in on Congress—a line idea! 
The extent to which the radio has been adapted to all forms of edu­ 
cation is astounding. 
In some, I believe, the great educational institu­ 
tions of the country will be educating millions, instead of thousands, by 
carefully worked out schedules that will give happiness and securi y to 
those who otherwise m ight never attain an education. 
I Iunderstand the American government is now studying this m ailer, 
and hopes to arrange a plan for educating many by radio who are no 
unable to read or write. 
I am informed that out of every IOO persons in 
the United States who are ten years old or more, there are approxi­ 
m ately six who cannot read at all. 
Because of the attractiveness of radio programs, and because of the 
interest th a t educators are taking in the subject, another decade should 
greatly reduce the illiterate and bring untold benefits to all people, both 
young and old 
It may not be long now before millions will lie taking their "air I* s- 
sons." Perhaps Uncle Sam will be the first to establish a University of 
the Air!
